The inspector tried to dissuade the 
New York unemployed from marching 
on the city hall.

Nesin reminded the inspector that 
Queen Marie left her torture cham- 
bers and dungeons full of workers 
back in Rumania and had spedkers 
on the city hall steps, as well as a 
parade. Liktwise many another fa- 
mous enemy of the working class had 
the same privilege. The inspector 
Said that was different, those were 
guests of the city.” It is evident 
that the 900,000 starving jobless here 
are not “guests.” They are regarded 
as Slaves or cattle by the city ad- 
ministration. 

Nesin, throughout the interview, 
acted on the presumption that the 
city hall, seat of government, was just — 
exactly the place where workers 
should gather to make their demands 
on that government.
